The Hindenburg Line. 


An attack by Canadian and English 
troops yesterday morning astride the 
Arras-Cambrai road—the most vital part 
of the entire front—achieved a success’ 
which may have far-reaching conse- 
quences. Assisted by tanks, our troops 
moved forward on a wide front, and 
penetrated through the Drocourt-Quéant 
“switch "’ of the Hindenburg line. This 
“switch,” which was considered to 
be impregnable, was constructed last 
year after the German retreat in 
the spring had cansed a dangerous 
salient in the Hindenburg line proper. 
The latest communiqué shows that 
our troops not only penetrated the 
line, but, in face of the most determined 
resistance by the enemy, gained possession 
of the entire portion that extends from 
Quéant to the Scarpe, a distance of over 
six miles, The attack was made on 
a front of over twenty-three miles— 
tit’ Jongest litte on which Wwe Nave taken 4 
the offensive since the Allies wrested the 
initiative from the enemy on July 18th. 
It extends from the Scarpe to the Somme, 
and at all points good progress was made. 
We are. once more on the outskirts of 
Beugny, and have taken Villers-au-Flos. 
while along the Bapaume-Pérenne road Le 
Transloy is once more within our grasp. 
Between Saillisel and Péronne the enemy 
have been driven from St. Pierre Vaast 
Wood. Outside the line cf yesterday's 
offensive, too, we have made considerable 
gains of ground, The retreat in the Lys 
salient was continued, and cur troops are 
reported to be in close contact with the 
enemy. In the Lens sector the enemy are 
being subjected to heavy pressure, and the 
extension of the retreat to this area is not 
improbable. Yesterday British patrols 
reached the outskirts of the town. We 
are thus within measurable distance of 
securing possession of at least a portion 
of the French coal-fields—an event which, 
it is worth noting, might have an appreci- 
able effect on the tonnage difficulty and 
the supply of fuel for consumption in 
ireland. 

In the region of the “switch” line our 
forces have captured Dury-Villers, Cagni- 
court, Reincourt, Noreui!l, and many other 
strongly fortified positions. Quéant itself, 
where the defences represent the last word 
in German ingenuity, is closely invested, 
and its fall seems to be imminent. One 
correspondent at the front describes the 
day’s fighting as “one of the most smash- 
ing and strategically serious blows"’ that 
the enemy have yet received, and he does 
not exaggerate. If our troops can consolidate 
the ground won and develop their offen- 
sive still further, the whole Hindenburg 
line must collapse, and we shall have 
achieved one of the greatest victories in 
history. To avert that loss the enemy will 
make any sacrifices. That they fully 
appreciate the seriousness of their position 
is shown by the desperate defence which 
thdy offered and by the reckless counter- 
attacks that they launched during the day 
in the attempt to stop our progress, They 
are in this difficulty, however—their forces 
are rapiily diminishing, and, if they with- 
draw troops from any other part of 
the front, they will simply invite Marshal! 
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in Germany. Meanwhile the Allies can 
face the future with quiet confidence, satis- 
fied with the knowledge that, if the enemy 
can avert their final defeat for a few 
months, they will not be able to it 
during the campaigning season á 1919. ;

She is trying to frighten British 
industry by telling it that after the war 
America will usurp England 's place as the 
mercantile mistress of the seas. The Ger- 
man arguments are. based on substantial 
facts. During the past year the Amer'- 
cans have become a nation of shipbuilders. 
They aré turning out with almost 


miraculous swiftness a huge and inereas- | 


ing quantity of tonnage, and after the war 
these fleets of transports and food-ships 
will be used for the development of Ameri- 
can trade. On the other hand, as the 
monthly returns tell us, England's present 
output of merchant shipping is com 
paratively small: in fact, it has not yet 


overtaken the losses from submarine war- | 


fare. The reasons are patent and entirely 
honourable. The English yards are com- 
pelled to give their chief thought to the 
building of warships, which protect the 
shipping of all the Allies. They repair 
the Allied warships and merchant shins 
which are injured in British waters, where, 


of course, the vast majority of such in-' 


juries occurs. The German Press argues, 
aod prebably believes, that after the war 


Englané’s Allies will forgét her shipyards’! 


invaluable services to the common cause, 
and that the United States will hasten 
to capture the mercantile suprémacy of al! 
Vhe seas. Here Germany judges the minds 
of other nations by her own, and, for 
tunately, we have ample reason to believe 
that this is yet another of the sordid mis- 
calculations that have sent her on the road 
to ruin. The Times published last week a 
remarkable letter from Mr. Edward 
Hurley, Chairman of the United States | 
Shipping Board, in which he referred | 
plainly tog the German hopes. He 
asked the English people to find the | 
refutation of them in America’s past re- | 
cord and in her conduct during the present 
fight for democracy. “ If,” 
Hurley, “ our ships do not bring prosperity | 
to our neighbours as well as to ourselves, 
our own pride in the achievement wil! be | 
diminished." It is the purpose of the 
United States to use their new ships after | 
the war, not for cut-throat competition 
with friendly countries, but for the de- 
velopment of transport on their own trade 
routes. Lord Robert Cecil's speech sue. 
gests that the Allied Council has considered 
not only present, but future, problems. 
There will be more than enough work in 
common for all Allied shipping for some 
years after the war, and a pooling arrance. 
ment during those years would give the 
British yards time to recever from the 
effects of the existing handicaps on their 
output. At any rate, we may be sure that 
Germany will be disappointed in two 
hopes—the hope of a fierce commercia) con. 
flict between England and the United
